Cold and R ainy W eather Has Decreased 
Large Percentages, B at the Y ield is 
Much Above an Average in a ll Principal 
Products. 
H. H. Young, United States statistical agent 
for Minnesota, will make a report to tho depart­ 
ment of agriculture, including the following 
facts: Tile weather during August has Ixien 
somewhat unusual for this climate, and on the 
whole decidedly unfavorable for the develop­ 
ment of crops generally. 
We have had two 
warm, sultry intervals of a few days continuance 
each, and during tho remainder of the time the 
temperature has I icon unpleasantly cold for the 
season, and local showers were of frequent oc­ 
currence in almost any jiart of the state. In the 
southern counties the wheat, oats, rye and bar­ 
ley were ready for harvest on or before the first 
of the m onth’and were generally cut before tbs 
rainy season fairly wit in, and probably one- 
sixth safely stacked.

A “Xtook-’em -up,” A ‘'Mill-*em -aura’ 
a “ D ynam ite.” 
A few nights ago I had my slumbers 
broken several times by the discharge 
of guns. 
On repairing to the bank of 
the river, the next morning, to ascer­ 
tain the cause of the noises I found two 
young men occuping a hastily con­ 
structed palmetto fan camp. 
Six dead 
alligators were lying around the camp, 
varying in length from four to eight 
The hunters had killed them 
the previons night. 
One of the young 
men was busy skinning the alligators, 
while the other, with the aid of a single 
cooking utensil, which answered the 
purpose of a baking oven and coffee 
pot, was preparing a frugal morning 
meal. 
The skin is removed from the 
belly, the under part of tho jaws, and 
the inside of tile legs. 
The skin on the 
back is worthless. 
As soon aa the skins 
are removed they are salted and packed 
in barrels, and shipped to a New Y'ork 
firm. 
The hunters receive $1 a piece 
for all hides four feet long and up­ 
ward. 
Alter the skins are removed the hunt­ 
ers cut off the heads and place them on 
the edge of the x-iver, where they re­ 
main for about a week. 
At the end of 
that time the teeth become so loose that 
they can be readily pulled out with tile 
fingers. 
The teeth from half a dozen 
alligators weigh about a pound, and are 
worth $4. 
The two young men killed fifty alli­ 
gators in the week that they hunted in 
this neighborhood. 
They begin hunt­ 
ing as soon as it becomes thoroughly 
dark. 
Their hunting outfit consists of 
a bull’s-eye lantern, in camp language 
called “look-’em-up,” a double-barreled 
shotgun, or 
“kill-’em-sure,” 
and a 
hatchet, with which they split the alli­ 
gator's skull, and to which they have 
given the very expressive name of 
“dynamite”. 
The man who is to 
the shooting for the night fastens 
lantern to his forehead and takes 
place in the bow of a small boat, 
partner paddles the boat cautiously 
along the stream, while the man in the 
bow 
keeps 
a 
sharp 
lookout 
for 
alligators’ eyes, which under favor­ 
able circumstances he can 
“shine” 
with his lantern 
at a distance of 
200 yards. 
As soon as they discover a 
pair of eyes they paddle cautiously up 
to within a couple of feet of the alliga­ 
tor’s head and discharge a load of buck­ 
shot into it. 
As soon as the shot is fired 
the paddle catches the alligator by the 
jaws, which he holds together with one 
hand, while he cleaves the skull open 
with his hatchet, 
Sometimes the alligators retain con­ 
siderable power of action. 
When such 
is the case it is rather exciting work 
petting them into the boat. 
Sometimes 
very large alligators turn thelioat over. 
If an alligator is not handled at once 
after being wounded he sinks to the 
bottom and i-* lost.—N. Y. .Sun.

Telegraph Sept.l l —The most dis­ 
astrous flood ever known i n this 
section is now upon us. The Chip­ 
pewa river has risen twenty feet 
since last night, and is still going 
higher at Hie rate of a foot per 
hour. 
The three railroad bridges 
are in great danger, while the wag­ 
on bridge is hourly exacted to go. 
All the upper dams on Duean 
creek are out. 
The flood from 
this stream readied 
here at 
I 
o ’clock this afternoon, aud swept 
every bridge, five in number, with­ 
in the city limits, together with 
a number of buildings, including 
Cehl's plaining mill, Collins’ feed 
store, Stiles, Logo & Bailey's livery 
stable and Feed Stumus’ agrieul. 
tnral implements warehouse. Stiles 
& Co lost heavily. 
A new $1,500 
hearse, most of their carriages and 
several horses are gone. 
The loss 
so far in this city is not less. than 
$100,000. 
The worst is not over, 
as the dam at Bloomer, on Ducan 
creek, gave between 3 and 4 o'clock 
this afternoon, releasing 750,000 
feet of logs, which will reach here

L ast Monday evening at 5 o’clock the 
clarion notes of the new steam er Lotta 
Lee were heard within the precincts of 
this city for the first tim e. 
Many were 
the people who looked and enquired, 
•‘where is she from?” little aw are that 
she came 
from the great “ unknow n 
northw est.” 
W ith due haste oui reporter made in ­ 
quiry and found her in the hands of Copt 
J . W. Specim en, and Jam es Billings of 
M auler, H ubbard county, 
M ina., the 
last nam ed gentlem an being one of the 
board of directors, and the form er sec­ 
retary and general m anager of the com 
pin y . 
From these gentlem en and other relia­ 
ble sources, we learn th a t this com pany, 
organised early last spring for the p u r­ 
pose of finding an outlet for the enor­ 
mous crops of grain raised in th at vicin­ 
ity. 
T he above named boat is so far the 
result e t their experim ent, and as a trial 
trip, Is a com plete success. 
O ur readers will no doubt remem lier 
an article w ritten for and published in 
the D ispa t c h early last spring touching 
upon the feasibility of the project, the 
immense benefit that would uatr.rally 
accrue to this point and to which it m ust 
now be adm itted thai our people were 
a t that time blind. 
W e sec now th a t his 
article meant no buncomb, but business. 
By proofs we learn that H ubbard, w est­ 
ern Cass, and the m ajor portion of W a­ 
dena county is tributary to this outlet, 
and that, although four years ago it was 
a howling wilderness, now it is a land of 
“ milk and honey” to the tune of 200,- 
000 bushels of A No. I w heat, besides 
oats, rye and barley in proportion. 
It is 
estim ated th at in Hubbard county alone 
there are 150,000 bushels of wheat to lie 
threshed the present year. 
This country 
is of the very cream of the agricultural 
lands of the state, tieing about OO 
cent prairie and 40 per cent tim ber, and 
and its products now find a m arket 
through 
Verndale to the M inneapolis 
m arket, while this new project m ight, if 
fostered by the citizens of Brainerd, not 
only m ake this city the m arket, but se­ 
cure to our m erchants arni jobbers an 
immense source of trade. 
We s ri asked, “ can this river trans­ 
portation com pete w ith railroad traffic?” 
\\ e answer, by proper aid, it can. 
Our 
millers, we understand, have to allow a 
m argin of 15 cents per bushel for w heat 
from Fargo, w ithout any show of an o u t­ 
let or enlargem ent of our m erchants tra f­ 
fic. 
Tliis line of proposed steam ers can, 
as we are told, bring us grain from this 
new country fully as cheap as eau the 
railroads, and at the same tim e carry 
back our exchange of good*, thus pro­ 
viding and opening up a new and u n ­ 
thought of trade, w hich m ust increase 
ith the age and im provem ent of H ub­ 
bard county and its belongings. 
This is a point of vital interest to us, 
and should lie acted upon at once. These 
men 
have 
shown their faith in the 
scheme by their acts. 
They have proved 
the feasibility of navigation of over one 
hundred and fifty miiss of river th at has 
by us been hitherto unthought of. 
Those 
men arc am ongst us w ith their handi­ 
work, for a conference w ith our business 
man, and the question of the flour is, can 
we afford to throw cold w ater upon their 
enterprise b ro o l m eeting them half way.

Sm aller Pension ieee. 
Washington, Sp.'CiaI Telegram:—Acting Sec­ 
retary Joelyn rendered a decision which will 
lie of interest to pension agents and pension 
attorneys alike. 
It is specially in the interest 
of j>ension attorneys aud deprives the pension 
S 
ent of a small fee he formerly received, and 
neb in the course of many years amounts to 
a considerable sum. 
The case came up from 
the pension office on an appeal to Milo B. 
Stephens, a pension attorney of Cleveland, 
Ohio. 
llie commissinor of pensions had de­ 
cided that under the new law United States 
pension agents may deduct thirty cents from the 
amounts of attorneys fees, as compensation for 
services in forwarding the same in each 
pension claim allowed and represented by a 
pension attorney at the time of allowance. 
lid s was the law embraced in section 4769 of 
the revised statute*, which however, was re­ 
pealed by the act of July, 1877, fixing the coni - 
pensation of pension agents. 
It appears that 
the commissioner of pensions was under the 
impression that the law passed last session 
virtually destroyed the old law and he ruled 
that the* pension agents could now collect the 
thirty cents fee. 
On this question Mr Joslvn 
disagreed with him and ruled that while tne 
act of July 4, I NSR materially changed that of 
1878, it failed to enact the old law authorizing 
this. 
In his letter to the commissioner of pen­ 
sions he gives a complete history of the pension 
laws.

The hay rake rolled 
rapidly along. 
The mower wa* taken fifteen 
rods and dashed to the ground in a hundred 
pieces. 
In a minute it was over and Mr.

Ward's granary, con­ 
taining 51K) bushels of grain, was twisted off 
the foundation, one side of the roof taken and

Fully two-thirds of the 
mountain work may be described as of an 
easy character, more so than that north of 
Lake Superior, ninety miles of 
the rail­

The heaviest work we encounter is for a dis­ 
tance of seventy miles west of Sudbury J ubc- 
tion, and on the west slope of the Rockies, and 
both these sections will be finished this month. 
On the Lake Superior section of the line the 
tunnels have all been completed but one, and 
the heavy work mav lie considered as accom­ 
plished. 
I see nothing to prevent the com­ 
pletion of the whole railway from Callander to 
the Pacific ocean by Sept 1,1885, just one year 
hence. 
The government sections in British 
Columbia, being built bv Onderdonk & Co., ar© 
well advanced, and will be ready by July 1st 
next. 
Beyond Stephen, the summit of the 
Rockies, twenty-eight miles are now graded, and 
the rails will shortly be laid.

A Change of Step. 
Rochester Democrat and Chronicle. 
Military men are much interested ic 
the recent changes 
of tactics which 
have recently been prescribed for the 
United States army, and especially in 
General Order No. 54, which effects 
the length of the step and cadence for 
marching. 
The new 
length of step 
from heel to heel will be 30 inches, 
with a cadence of 90 steps per minute 
for common time, and 120 steps for 
quick time, with a natural swing of the 
arms. 
The length of the short and 
back steps will be 15 inches. 
Of the 
double step, 35 inches; cadence, 180 
steps per minute. 
The chief changes 
announced in this order are the permit* 
ting of the swing of the arms and in­ 
creased rapidity of the pace of the 
marching and the length of the step. II 
will be seen that the prescribed space 
for quick time covers IOO yards pei 
minute. 
The change from the previ­ 
ously rigid state of the arms in march­ 
ing to a swinging motion is a radical 
modification. 


A Slate. 
From Casseil’s Science for AIL 
Not all the vaious purposes for which 
it is used slate owes its adaptability to 
the fact that it is capable of being split 
into thin layers or plates. 
So con­ 
spicuous, in fact, is this feature in slate 
that the term “slate” is in common lang­ 
uage applied to all rocks which can be 
split into layers so thin that they can 
be used in roofing a house In reality, 
however, many of the materials used 
I in roofing houses are not slates at all in 
the scientific acceptation of the term. In 
many parts of the country thin flags or 
“tile-stones” are habitually used instead 
of slate; and though tlieso look like 
thick slates their true nature is really 
very different. 
In all these cases the 
the flat surface^ of the slab are the sur­ 
faces of the successive layers of mud or 
sand out of which the rock was origi­ 
nally composed. 
As such layers are al­ 
ways comparatively thick “slates” of 
this kind are much heavier than true 
slate, and thus compel builders to have 
resource to high pitched roofs and 
heavy timbering. Moreover, they do not 
•tand the weather so well as true slates, 
and are thus in the long run more ex­ 
pensive than the material whose name 
and function they have usurped. 
True 
slate then is a special and peculiar ma­ 
terial, which not only splits into thin 
layers, but possesses various distinguish­ 
ing characters, which enable us to sepa­ 
rate it from other rocks which at first 
sight appear to resemble it. 
In order 
to understand these 
characters 
we 
should provide ourselves with a small 
piece of Welsh or Scottish roofing slate 
and a small fragment of ordinary “shale” 
such as every native of a coal district 
knows so well. 
Two such pieces of 
rock placed side by side are very like 
ane another. 
Both probably are some 
tint of gray, blue or black; both split 
sasily into thin layers; and what is more 
important, both show themselves to be 
aothing more than hardened mud, since 
both, if pounded down in water, give 
rise to a clayey ooze. 
These are strik­ 
ing and weighty points of resemblance, 
but they are accompanied by less oon- 
ipicuous though fundamental points of 
iissimilarity, which mako the difference 
between “shale” and “slate” and which 
ire must briefly enumerate and consid-
